DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to tlie amendment filed on April 1 9, 201 0. 

2. Claim 4 is canceled. Claims 1-3, 5-32 are now pending. 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 4/19/2010 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 10/557,339 has 
been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded

The most pertinent prior art known by the Examiner is listed in the attached form PTO- 
1449. Prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, do not teach or fairly suggest the 
claimed method for producing metal salts wherein said method comprises: a) forming a mixture 
of at least one metal source of the cationic metal which is a metal carboxyiate with a mean 
carbon number per carboxyiate group of at least 3 and at least one anion source of the anionic 
group into droplets , and b) oxidizing said droplets in a high temperature environment , wherein 
the cationic metal is any metal cation, and wherein the anionic group is selected from 
phosphates, borates, silicates, sulfates, carbonates, hydroxides, fluorides and mixtures. 
Accordingly, the presently claimed invention as defined by claims 1-3, 5-24 is patentable with 
respect to prior art of record.
